‘The geodesic dome was built 
because of the use of modu- 
lar construction for space sta- 
tions. It's an almost spherical 
structure based on a network 
of struts arranged on great cir- 
cles. The geodesics intersect to 
form triangular elements that 
create rigidity and distribute 
the stress. 

As Muldoon points out, “you 
really have to appreciate the ge- 
ometry that goes into it.” 

The struts in the Kent version 
are built of tightly-rolled news- 
papers of the same lengths and 
then taped. The pyramids are 
covered in heavy black paper. 
Each one of the panels repre- 
sents a constellation. 

“We plan to puncture holes 
in the diagrams of the constel- 
lations and then put a strobe 
light inside the dome to proj- 
ect rays of light all around the 
walls of the classroom just like 
a mini planetarium,’ explained 
Muldoon. Amazingly the class 
completed the dome to exact 
specifications in just one day. 

Adding to the excitement of 
the “Mission to Mars” expedi- 
tion, the Kent kids will arrive 
at the Science Centre in style, 
all wearing mission tee shirts 
and a patch designed by class 
students themselves.

~ Music has been an impor 
tant part of every civiliza 
tion throighout history. [tis 
communication. It expresses 
emotion, conveys ideas and 
tells stories. Thus, music re 
Hlects the culture from which 
it comes. 

Music was divided into 
two types, sacred and secu- 
lar. The latter was also known 
as “folk” music, the music of 
the people. 
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role in 
The history of music in Can- 
ada begins with the music of 
the native people, Indians and 
Inuit. Native people had mu- 
sic for victory in battle, suc- 
cess in hunting, cures for the 
sick, burial of the dead, and 
changes in the weather. They 


used drums, rattles, whistles 
and flutes to accompany their 


” vocal songs. Lullabies are much 


alike the world over, and Indi- 
an mothers crooned into their 
papooses too. The music of the 
natives carried on traditions 
thousands of years old. 


Sailors Loved to Sing 

By the 16th century, men 
from Europe were crossing the 
Atlantic to fish off the Grand 
Banks of Newfoundland. The 
sea shanties that the sailors 
sang helped them work in uni- 
son, as they raised or lowered 
the sails and performed other 
heavy tasks. Despite the heavy 
physical labour on the sailing 
ships of the day, sailors were a 
jolly lot who loved to sing and 
dance. “The Sailor's Ffofnpipe” 
was.a dance imitating the la- 
bours they performed. 

As voyageurs paddled their 
canoes through uncharted ter- 
ritories in quest of furs, they 
found that singing brought 
rhythms to their paddling, and 
long hours passed more pleas- 
antly. Father Brebeuf was a Je- 
suit missionary to the Huron 
Indians, near Midland, Ontar- 
io. Because the natives found 
the hymns strange and diffi- 
cult, when Christmas came, 
he translated the Christmas 
story in terms the Indian un- 
derstood. This was the first 
truly Canadian Christmas 
carol, “T'was in the Moon 
of Wintertime”. 

Just as the French settlers 
brought folk songs from

evolution of history 


France, the English, who 
were settling the Atlantic 
coast, brought many songs 
and ballads from their home- 
land. e.g. “I'll Give My Love 
an Apple”. 

During the American Rev- 
olution, many songs were 
brought to Canada by the 
United Empire Loyalists, who 
wanted to stay under the Brit- 
ish flag. “The British Grena- 
diers” would have been on of 
those songs. 

The Scots who settled Cape 
Breton, Glengarry and Corn- 
wall brought with them the 
customs and songs of their 
homeland. They also brought 


_ the bagpipes and fiddles, which 


were used to accompany danc- 
ing. Singing was usually un- 
accompanied such as the fa- 
vourite “Loch Lomond”. 
Throughout the 19th cen- 
tury, many Irish people im- 
migrated to-Canada. In 1825, 
a number of Irish families ar- 
rived in Peterborough and La- 
nark. They also settled in areas 
around Tweed and Marmo- 
ra. The later years, the failure 


_ of the potato cropan Ireland 


brought thousands of immi- 
grants to our shores. They 
brought with them tradition- 
al folk songs reflecting their 
love for their native land, e.g. 
“Cockles and Mussels” and 
“The Farmer's Curst Wife”. 
The Irish showed their hap- 
py side of the jigs and dances 
they performed to such tunes 
as “The Irish Washer Woman” 
or the “Rustic Jig”. 


By the early 1800's the hos- 
tility between the British col- 
onies and the United States 
showed a need to unite the 
British settlements for defense. 
Many songs were written in

this period depicting events 
in Canadian history. “Brave 
Wolfe”, “The Prescott Volun- 
teers” and “Come all you Brave 
Canadians’, praising Sir Isaac 
Brock for the surrender of Fort 
Detroit in 1812. 

A song written in the year of 
Confederation is still with us 
today. “The Maple Leaf Forev- 
er”, written by a young Scottish 
school teacher, Alexander Muir 
of Scarborough. It was sung by 
Canadian soldiers at the time 
of the Boer War. Though it was 
popular with English speaking 
Canadians, the song adopt- 
ed for the nation anthem “O 
Canada” was written in 1880 
to express the aspirations of 
all Canadians. 

From Autumn to Spring, 
lumberjacks or shanty boys 
lived in isolated camps in the 
woods. To amuse themselves 
during the long winter nights, 
they told stories and sang songs 
of the dangerous life of a lum- 
berjack. “The Frozen Logger” 
was an example. 


Marmora Iron Mine 

Another valuable resource 
was found in the rocks of the 
Canadian Shield. One of the 
earliest mining ventures was 
the iron mine at Marmora,; 
worked from the 1820's up to 
recent times. Several Ontario 
villages grew up asa result of 
particular mineral resources. 
They too had their ballad and 
songs of hardship and disap- 
pointment. 

The pioneers of Canada tried 
to preserve the social customs 
and folklore of their native land. 
Men sang as they swung their 
axes to clear the land. Wom- 
en sang as they washed their 
clothes, or spun. Mothers sang 
to babies in their cradles. Chil- 
dren sang as they played. Most 
of the songs were not written 
down at that time, and so they 
were passed from person to 
person, the songs changed 


over time. 


Religion had an important 
place in colonial life. The choir 
leader set the key with a tun- 
ing fork and led in the hymns 
which were learned by rote. A 
lovely Shaker hymn was called 
“Simple Things”.

We have all to be aware 
of our own beliefs and behav- 
jours, and how they discour- 
age or support oppression and 
abuse. When a child destroys 
property, they are being oppres- 
sive. Destroying property can 
move very quickly to harming 
people, and often children are 
doing both, long before they are 
of an age to be charged. When 
we do our best to live our lives 
without oppression or abuse, we 
do not in any way condone or 
minimize destructive behaviour. 
At the same time, we must treat 
the abuser humanely. In this situ- 
ation, these boys have managed 
to create great pain and suffering 
both financially and emotion- 
ally. They now have before them 
the opportunity to learn to make 
different choices. A society that 
respects and values people will 
promote that learning opportu- 
nity in every way possible. 
Language hasgreat power in our 
society. We often use it without 
thought for the implications that 
the language itself has. While 
the Chief was likely trying to miti- 
gate some of the more extreme 
reactions to these childrens’ ac- 
tions, he has unfortunately cho- 
sen language that only serves 
to reinforce a belief system that 
condones abusers.

However, the 
AMO says the Line Fences Act

Also it says 
the Line-Fence Viewer's Award 
and Referees Award should be 
made enforceable and associ-

Hydro Fracturing is the process of using water under extreme pressure to break the 
barner that is preventing an underground water source from flowing freely into a 
well.

To protect the people of On- 
tario against rabies, the prov- 
ince has started planning its 
annual wildlife rabies control 
operations for 2005 . 

The Ministry of Natural Re- 
sources is committed to the re- 
search, control and eradication 
of rabies in Ontafio, thereby 
protecting the health and safety 
of the public, their pets and the 
wildlife of this province. On- 
tarios programs are So success- 
ful that broad areas of south- 
ern Ontario are free of fox and 
raccoon rabies. 

If a person is exposed to ra- 
bies and does not receive treat- 
ment before they show symp- 
toms, the disease is fatal. 

The province uses a num- 
ber of control measures in the 
fight against the deadly rabies 
virus: 

« control measures at the 
point of infection (starting in 
early spring), 

« trap-vaccinate-release pro- 
grams (starting in early sum- 
mer); and 

e widespread aerial vaccine 
baiting (starting in late sum- 
mer) 

Cases of fox-strain rabies have 
dropped dramatically across 
Ontario to only 54 cases in 2004, 
down from 1,500 before con- 
trol measures were implement- 
ed in 1989, a 97 per cent drop. 
There were only 4 confirmed 
raccoon rabies cases in 2004, 
less than last year and down 
from 45 cases in 2001. 

n jurisdictions such as neigh- 
bouring New York State, which 
did not have proactive, multi- 
partner programs, the num- 
ber of raccoon rabies cases had

climbed to more than 5500 in 
tarios MNR-led program is so 
effective that, in the first five 
years, only 131 (as of January 
27, 2005) cases of raccoon ra- 
bies have been confirmed. 

Much of Ontario’ success 
in controlling the spread of 
raccoon rabies is attributable 
to the introduction of a high- 
risk area in eastern Ontario. Ef- 
forts will continue in that area, 
since several cases of raccoon 
rabies were confirmed within 
10 km of the City of Ottawa 
boundary in 2000, and several 
raccoon rabies cases last year 
were near to the city’s bound- 
ary. As such, the boundaries 
for the raccoon rabies high- 
risk area remained the same 
for 2004. 

In the high-risk area it is il- 
legal to relocate raccoons, foxes 
and skunks. As well, raccoons, 
foxes and skunks that are cap- 
tured in the high-risk area must 
be released immediately at the 
point of capture, or humanely 
euthanized as soon as possi- 
ble and within 24 hours. Please 
view this map to see if you are 
in the Raccoon Rabies High- 
Risk Area or contact your MNR 
District Office for further in- 
formation. 

The rabies control program 
is a joint effort that receives im- 
portant input from a variety of 
partners across Ontario. Region- 
al health units, municipalities, 
wildlife rehabilitators, licensed 
trappers, wildlife control agents 
and aboriginal communities are 
all key to the continued success 
of Ontario's world-renowned 
rabies control program.

It would be a factor of .55 in a 
nutrient unit system. 

“It does affect different spe- 
cies in different ways,” he says 
of the shift to nutrient units. 
“A number of municipalities 
have kept their own by-laws 
and are still using the old live- 
stock unit table” 

Three hundred nutrient units 
represents 165 dry and milk- 
ing cows as well as heifers and 
calves. Under the livestock unit 
system the number would have 
been 300. And while the “trig- 
ger” number remains the same 
at 150, that would represent 82 
cows and their “followers” un- 
der the N.U. system. 

The province's 2003 nutrient 
management act supersedes 
municipal by-laws when they 
deal with the same issues but 
local legislation still deals with 
operations of less than 300 nu- 
trient units. 

Most municipalities that had 
bylaws in place before 2003 have 
kept them, says Mr.Doris. 

“Some have been amended 
to make themselves clear and 
consistent with provincial regu- 
lations. It is a council decision 
whether they want to or not.’ 

Mr. Doris has advised the 


Townships nutrient manage- 
ment advisory committee. The 
move towards consistency with 
the NMA wasa suggestion not 
a recommendation . 

It does provide “clarity and 
consistency” for building de- 
partments, he notes. 

“This is fairly major for the 
dairy guy,’ says Hastings dairy 
farmer John Crowley. “I wouldnt 
have a problem with changing 
if they had funding available 
for 150 to 300 nutrient units. 
As the situation is now leave 
the way it is” 

Any funding available for nu- 
trient management planning is 
only there for the 300 and over 
expansions., says Mr. Doris. 

The issue of. whether the 
government plans any more 
changes looms over everything. 
The question is: should mu- 
nicipalities revise their bylaws 
or wait. 

It is only speculation, Mr. 
Doris says, but “theré Seems 
to be a fair bit of discussion in 
farm papers and organizations 
on changes.” 

Those “discussions” talk about 
a more “risk-based approach, 
he added. 

“What it would look like I 


don't know. 

Councillor Cathy Turner 
chairs the advisory commit- 
tee and was involved in revis- 
ing the original by-law. 

“I appreciate what John is 
saying on the impact on dairy 
(but) at the same time those 
who had an interest in sheep 
say they very much wanted 
nutrient units. Some people 
would want to go to nutrient 
units others not. 

“Council can keep the old by- 
law which is really not a whole 
lot different but there is a cer- 
tain amount of confusion when 
one group asks to use one set 
of numbers and the Township 
another.” 

The old by-law was two years 
ahead of the province and at that 
time the 150 trigger number was 
standard across Ontario. An in- 
terim bylaw imposed “effectively 
said nobody could grow. 

“That wasn't a good place to 
keep the farm community: 

“We developed the bylaw 
because there was a great deal 
of concern from that group of 
people who don’t understand 
farming and the benefits (of 
using manure).” 

Mrs. Turner says she has also 
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t management bylaw stands for now 


looked into possible provin- 
cial changes arid how long they 
might take to implement. 

. “They do anticipate some 
changes -- a radical change 
from where they're at now. I 
believe the emphasis will go back 
again to voluntary compliance 
and less onerous reliance on pa- 
perwork.

But Mrs. Turner says no one 
is prepared to put anything in 
writing or give time frames. 

“I believe this council will 
welcome that change and di- 
rection.”

“It is a great concern to all 
of us.” 

“I can see what you brought 
to the table and I respect your 
opinions,’ Reeve Doug Pearcy 
said. “For my own comfort I 
want to see a bylaw stay in 
place until we hear from the 
province.” 

The township will retain the 
old bylaw until the province acts. 
Then they will hold local pub- 
lic meetings before any changes 
are contemplated.

Have a safe long 
weekend 


The Ontario Provincial Police 
are raising the awarenes among 
motorists about the dangers that 
affect everyone using our roads 
and highways. According to the 
OPP. among the many life-threat- 
ening risks on our roads, child 
safety cannot be underscored 
enough to motorists. 

Most parents know that a child 
who weighs less than 18 kg. (40 
Ibs.) must be properly secured in 
a child safety seat. In addition, 
a child who weighs less than 9 
kg. (20 Ibs.) must be in a rear 
facing child safety seat, whereas 
a child weighing between 9 kg. 
and 18 kg. must be in a forward- 
facing child safety seat. 

It's important to remember 
that correctly installed and prop- 
erly used child safety seats reduce 
deaths by about 70 per cent, hos- 
pitalization by 65 per cent and 
minor injuries by 50 per cent. 
These are all big numbers that 
should not be ignored when it 


comes to the safety and well-be- 
ing of young children traveling 
in motor vehicles. 

Safety experts strongly recom- 
mend that you install a boost- 
er seat to replace a child safety 
seat when your child turns six 
years old or weighs more than 
18 kg. 

Furthermore, children under 
the age of 12 should be in the 
back seat. It's always the saf- 
est place for them, especially if 
your vehicle is equipped with 
airbags. 

Given the fact that booster 
seats will be mandatory this fall 
for a child weighing between 
18 - 36 kg (40 - 80 Ibs.), under 
145 cm. (4’9”) tall and under 
age eight, parents will no longer 
have a choice but to correctly 
restrain their children. 

‘The OPP is reminding every 
motorist who takes the lives of 
children into their hands when 
transporting them in vehicles to 
ensure that they are properly re- 
strained at all times according to 
their size, weight and age.

square inch) and pumps up to 200 GPM (gallons per minute), creating an extremely 
high pressure in the well. The extreme high pressure opens blocked water veins, 
producing a higher output well. By fracturing an existing drilled well, we can 
improve the flow of the well, even if the well is considered dry, or-has gone dry after 
many productive years. To fracture an existing well, there is no mess of digging up 
lawns or cutting asphalt driveways to hook up pump in new wells. The cost of 
drilling a new well can be considerable, with no guarantee of increasing the present 
GPM.

Golf Club Cleaning Tips’ 


A big part of golf is braving the elements. ‘ 
You deal with the sun, a sudden rainstorm 
and a little mud on your feet. All of 3 
those weather-related conditions ‘can d do~ 
a number on your body, not to mention 
your clubs. While you can take a shower 
to clean up, your golf clubs can’t! So don’t - 
forget about cleaning them: They’ ll last 
longer, perform more efficiently, and they 
won't get you dirty! 
To clean them, you can buy a golf club 
cleaning kit at most golf pro shops. But you 
can also easily do it yourself with a plastic 
bucket, a mild dishwashing detergent, an 
old toothbrush or a nonwire-bristle brush 
and a clean towel or rag. 
First, fill the bucket with a little detergent 
and warm (not hot) water so it becomes 
sudsy. Add enough water to the bucket to 
cover the heads of the clubs. Submerge 
only the clubheads in water, making sure 
not to get the ferrules wet, which will 
damage the finish. Soak for a few minutes 
to loosen any dirt that may be stuck in the. 
grooves and to get rid of any remaining — 
oils and chemicals. Then scrub each club 
with a soft- or medium-bristled brush to_ 
remove excess dirt, grass stains and other - 
debris from the clubface. If you are having _ 
difficulty removing the dirt, soak and scrub | 
the ¢lubs a second time. 4q 
Now: rinse them off with water, either. 
using a garden hose if you are outdoors, or. 
a sink faucet if indoors, making sure not 
to get their shafts wet. Inspect the clubs to _

Fight Ends in 
Stabbing at 
Madoc Township 


OPP Report 

Madoc Township -A simple 
trip to the Madoc food bank 
ended in a stabbing after a se- 
ries of events. 

Around 11:30 a.m. on 
Wednesday, May 18th two men 
went to pick up some food from 
a social service agency. Police 
became aware that the men 
were together despite a court 
order prohibiting them from 
associating with each other. A 
search of several homes was 
made but only one of the men, 


Mark Shwedo, was located. 

At approximately 5:00 p.m. 
the same day, the second man, 
Theodore “Ed” Burns, became 
angry that Shwedo had spoken 
to police and a fight started. 
Burns struck Shwedo multi- 
ple times until Shwedo picked 
up a knife and stabbed Burns 
in the leg. 

Shwedo suffered bruises and 
swelling to several places on 
his body. Burns suffered a stab 
wound to his leg. Both parties 
were taken to Belleville Gen- 
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eral Hospital for treatment of 
their injuries. 

Mark Shwedo, age 44, of 
Madoc Township, is charged 
with Aggravated Assault and 
is being held in custody. The- 
odore “Ed” Burns, age 46, 
of Scarborough, is charged 
with assault and four counts 
of breach of a court order 
and is being held in custo- 
dy. Both Shwedo and Burns 
were to appear in Belleville 
court for a bail hearing on 
May 19th, 2005.

Before you head out on the road, 
make sure that all your lights 
are working, and this is equally 
important for daytime driving 
as it is at night. Ideally, a tow 
vehicle should be as heavy, if 
not heavier, than the load being 
towed, and keep in mind that a

Canadian Food Grains Bank 
(CFGB), a Canadian project, was 
started by the Mennonites who 
grew food for needy people in 
third world countries. Howev- 
er, since rice, one of the world’s 
staple food grains, cannot be 
grown here, the program was 
expanded to deliver resources 
to buy whatever grains were 
required. These resources are 
organized and distributed by 
the Mennonite Central Com- 
mittee. 


Last year Fiddlers on the Trent 
raised over $7000 for the Cana- 
dian Food Grains Bank which 
was matched four to one by the 
Canadian International Devel- 
opment Agency (CIDA) fora 
total of approximately $35,000. 
The target for this year is to raise 
$10,000 locally resulting in a to- 
tal of $50,000 for CFGB. 

“The paddle auction this 


year, said Rev. Tom Walton, ~ 


president of the Fiddlers on the 
Trent committee, “has grown 
beyond our expectations in that 
the generosity shown by the 
artists and contributors is un- 
precedented.”

Some of the money 
raised from the auction will 
go to the canoe museum with 
the rest going to the Canadian 
Food Grains Bank.

Canadian vouth rank fourth- 
highest on the obesity scale in 
a new international study of 
adolescents from 34 countries, 
says co-author Dr. lan Janssen, 
a professor in Queens Unrversi- 
tv's School of Physical & Health 
Education and Department of 
Community Health & Epide 
miology. 

And sedentary behaviour - 
like watching television — was 
strongly correlated with being 
overweight, he adds. 

Along with this alarming 
finding is one that runs con- 
trary to what the research team 
expected. Surprisingly, as con- 
sumption of candy and choco- 
late increased, the likelihood of 
being overweight decreased. 

“This does not mean that eat- 
ing sweets in large quantities is 
recommended for young peo- 
ple,’ says Dr. Janssen, pointing 
out that the frequency of candy

consumed, was surveyed. While 
difficult to explain, the dietary 
results only underline the im- 
portance of focusing on physical 
activity rather than food intake 
as the primary wav to combat 
overweight and obesity, the re- 
searcher emphasizes.

Aged Children report, which 
surveyed more than 160,000 
young people aged 11, 13, and 
15 years in Europe and North 
America. The Canadian com- 
ponent of the WHO initiative 
was coordinated by Dr. Wil- 
liam Bovce of Queen's Social 
Program Evaluation Group 
(SPEG). 

As wéll as placing fourth over- 
all for obesity (at 4.1 per cent), 
Canadian youth ranked fifth for 
“overweight” (19.3 percent). The 
three countries with the high- 
est prevalence of obesity were 
Malta (7.9 per cent), the United 
States (6.8 per cent), and Eng- 
land (5.1 per cent). The highest 
prevalence of overweight youth 
was found in Malta (25.4 per 
cent), the U.S. (25.1 per cent), 
and Wales (21.1 per cent). 

Noting that no Asian or Af- 
rican countries were included, 
the study says it is very disturb- 
ing that in 77 per cent of the 
countries examined, at least 10 
per cent of youth were over- 
weight, and in 20 per cent of 
the countries, at least 3 per cent 
were obese. 

“The fact that similar associa- 
tions were found across coun- 
tries and cultures demonstrates 
the robustness of these findings,” 
says Dr. Janssen. “Physical ac- 
tivity interventions should be 
a fundamental component of 
health campaigns aimed at re-

morse.” But there's actually one 
other step that you may want 
to consider. 

Many auto body or collision 
repair facilities offer a “pre-pur- 
chase” check of used vehicles. 
This service, for which there 
may be a fee, can help determine 
if there is unrepaired or poorly 
repaired previous damage that 
could impact the vehicle's value, 
safety, or performance. 

A qualified, well-trained col- 
lision repair facility can restore 
both the look and performance 
of even a badly damaged vehi- 
cle. In addition, well-trained 
collision repair facilities will 
be able to determine if a ve- 
hicle that may seem shiny and 
new to the consumer is really 
hiding substandard or unsafe 
repairs. In some cases, a used 
vehicle that looks like a great 
bargain is actually a “rebuilt” 
vehicle that had been declared 
a total loss. It may have had a 
previous collision or have been 
water damaged in a flooded 
area. A vehicle that has been 
severely damaged or totaled 
can be repaired properly, but 
improper repairs may not fully 
meet safety standards. 

Having the vehicle in ques- 


tion inspected by a properly 
trained collision repair busi- 
ness can help you avoid “sur- 
prises” after the sale. Surprises 
can include paint that begins to 
that cannot be aligned, a trunk 
or window seal that leaks -- or 
worse yet, damaged safety fea- 
tures such as structural dam- 
age or an airbag system that

WHAT TO LOOK FOR 

While the collision repair fa- 
cility can thoroughly inspect a 
vehicle, there are a number of 
things consumers can do when 
researching a used vehicle:

An improper paint job is not 
dangerous, but it may result in 
paint peeling problems later on 
or be covering poor quality re- 
pair work. 

* Ask about the vehicle his- 
tory. Whenever possible, check 
with previous owners to find 
out if it was ever involved in a 
major collision or totaled for 
any reason. Vehicle histories are 
also available to the potential 
buyer from several informa- 
tion providers. If the vehicle 
has suffered significant damage, 
have a trained collision repair 
facility inspect the quality of 
the repairs. 

* Look for fluid leaks on the 
underside of the vehicle, on the 
engine or transmission, or on 
the ground beneath the vehi- 
cle. Look thoroughly for signs 
of corrosion (or rust) on all ar- 
eas of the vehicle.

And teens who take a driving 
course can get about a 10 per- 
cent discount. 


2. Once teens have three years 
of driving experience, they are 
considered less of a risk. Un- 
fortunately, those with three 
or less years are slammed with 
higher rates. 


3. Adding a teen to your pol- 


icy is always going to raise your 
premium, but it's cheaper than 
getting a teen his own policy. 
Get a few quotes before decid- 
ing on a company. 

Also, ask your carrier if you 
can designate one vehicle as your 
young driver's on the policy. 
That way the insurance com- 
pany wont price the premium 
based on the highest-risk ve- 
hicle on your policy. Note that 
in many states if you have three 
drivers and two vehicles, the 
teen driver will be rated on the 
car with the higher premium, 
even if the teen never drives it. 
But, if you have three cars and 
three drivers, you can lock the 
teen into one vehicle. 


4. Even one ticket or accident 
hikes rates. More than three can 
threaten teens with policy can- 
cellation. Teens shouldn't even 
think about drinking and driv- 
ing -- a D.U.1 or D.W.I. can get 
a policy cancelled or prevent

teens from getting insurance. 
Even if the policy is renewed, 
the rates will be higher for the 
next 3 to 5 years. 


5. If you are thinking of buy- 
ing your teen a car, inquire about 
its rating. Spinning around the 
high school parking lot in a pric- 
ey convertible may sound cool, 
but more “high performance” 
vehicles or those that are fa- 
vored by thieves mean higher 
insurance rates. But that doesnt 
mean you should skimp com- 
pletely and get a lemon of a car. 
Instead, look at cars that boast 
safety-minded features like au- 
tomatic seatbelts, airbags and 
antilock breaks that could also 
bring in discounts. 

Auto insurance doesn't have 
to drain a teen's allowance. Par- 
ents and teens can work togeth- 
er to curb auto insurance costs. 
And that can make getting a li- 
cense one milestone that was 
worth the wait.

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Replace the Cabin Filter and Breathe Clean Air 


When you re driving your car, 
truck or SUV with the win- 
dows closed, do you find your- 
self sneezing or coughing, and 
your eyes watery and itchy? 
The source of your discomfort 
very well may be the usual en- 
vironmental villains: pollen, 
mold spores, bacteria, smoke, 
road dust and exhaust chemi- 
cal residues.

barrier against harmful con- 
taminants. 

The activated charcoal filter 
has all of the features of the par- 
ticulate filter, plus an activat- 


. ed charcoal layer that absorbs 


harmful gases and their odors. 
And like their distant cousin, 
the home furnace filter, auto- 
motive cabin filters often fea- 
ture a pleated design. The pleats 
provide greater surface area for 
higher filtration capacity, and 
the more pleats, the greater the 
filtration capacity. 


KNOW WHEN TO RE- 
PLACE FILTERS 

Of course, cabin filters must 
be relatively clean to deliver 
such benefits. Some signs that 
indicate it's time to replace the 
cabin filter are when the vehi- 
cle’s heating/air conditioning 
system is exhibiting reduced air 
flow, or when you smella stale, 
musty odor coming from the 
air vents.
